C Hall of the tl Bureau 
of Animal Induetry, haa Juat pub- 
llahed a bulletin on paraaltea and 
dleeaaea carried by doge. In whlctx 
be polnta out that the domestic 
atatua of the dog haa not yet bvea 
adapted to hygienic requirement© 
of modern life, and declare© that thw 
deatructlon of all auperfluoua dogs. 
Including tpose that are ownerless 
or whose ownere do not keep them, 
at home and In a sanitary condition, 
would mean an annual saving of 
hundreds of human lives and an in¬ 
crease of milUons of dollars In ths 
wealth of the nation. 

He points out especially the dan¬ 
ger of letting dogs take too great 
liberties with human beings; aa, for 
example, licking the baby's face or 
the children's candy. Important di¬ 
seases conveyed by doge to man and 
the domeatic animals Include rabies, 
hydatid, gid, muscular cystlcercoala, 
or so-called ' measles," In sheep, 
tapeworm In man and especially in 
children, roundworm In man, tougue- 
worm in man an* stock, etc.

Allies Are Moving Little by Little to a 
Successful Conclusion of 
Hostilities 

"The success so far attained haa 
been due to the lndomnitable spirit, 
dogged tenacity which knows no de¬ 
feat, and the heroic courage so abund¬ 
antly displayed by the rank and Ole 
of ibo splendid army which It will ever 
remain the pride and glory of my life 
to have commanded during over six¬ 
teen months oi incessant lighting *' Bo 
writes Sir John Krone.* In tne stirring 
message In which he takes farewell of 
the anuy in * ranee. Sir John la not of 
opinion that the great qualities to 
which he bears tribute have been 
wasted on a profitless enterprise On 
.be contrary, he declares his convic¬ 
tion that a glorious ending to Ibeoe 
lerolc and splendid efforts Is not far 
distant We hope these words will be 
taken as more than conventional 
rhetoric of a farewell message. They 
remind u« of an aspect of the war 
which It forgotten by the Impatient 
spectator who haa got Into the habit 
of talking and thinking aa If the war 
in the west were an interminable wali¬ 
ng in trenches with no prospect of 
'oncluaion or solution. It la, on the 
contrary, a prolonged and unceasing 
struggle In which two vast armies 
*re perpetually at gripe. In which for 
uany months the allies held on dee 
irately against superior forces, m 
which for many months more they 
struggled for equality, and are now at 
engtu struggling for ascendency. It 
<s a war In which the occasional bat¬ 
tles are on a bigger scale thau the 
greatest recorded In history, a war 
which needa unceasing vigilance and 
prolonged preparation ror every move¬ 
ment. We get only occasional glimpses 
of Its realities, but long after the event 
we learn that a few lines In a dally 
communique haa conveyed the news of 
a battle as big as 8edan, and that a 
single "quiet day" has been varied by 
Incidents of unsurpassed courage and 
daring. The popular habit of calling 
this warfare "stalemate" does most 
serious Injustice to the armies and the 
generals and the governments which 
are laboring to supply their needs We 
get a superficial Idea of apathy and 
weariness when the reality Is Incss 
•snt fighting, unrelaxed strain, fever 
Jph activity of attack, defence and pre¬ 
paration. The belief that It is fruit 
leea and endless Is an illusion of the 
civilian The soldiers know by n thou¬ 
sand ^recorded signs that they are 
moving, little by ltttte, to a conclusion 
In which one army will prove definite¬ 
ly stronger than the other, and the 
weaker be obliged to eyacuate its posi¬ 
tions. They know that there Is ro 
other way than that of the "Indomit¬ 
able spirit and dogged tenacity whlcfi 
knows no defeat." and though the war 
la long and weary and dangerous It 
Is not from them that we get the erks 
of Impatience or dissatisfaction, tha 
demand for new and sensational meth¬ 
ods to cheer the public with announce¬ 
ments of Victoria* on newspaper post¬ 
ers.—Westminster Gaxette.

One of Finest Feats of Organisation 
During War la Shown 

Calculations Juat finished tit tha 
first year of tue war show tbs', the 
*orking of the liritlsh railroads :s 
probably the greatest feat of British 
organisation during the war. It cost 
the government omy tha comparative¬ 
ly trifling sum of ten million dollars, 
whsrsfor ml 11 Iona of British troops 
wars transported to all parts of the 
country, while the regular passenger 
service scarcely showed any slgua of 
tbs outbroak of war. 

All U10 railroads are under govern¬ 
ment control, and are worked by a 
committee of man-gen, payment be¬ 
ing calculated according to tbs differ¬ 
ence between the net receipts if 
11*13 and the receipts during war¬ 
time. Considering that some of the 
railroads carried occasional»y filly 
troop trains In one day, as well as 
Htipplilng Innumerable trains for mill 
tary supplies and material, the cost 
to tbs government is amaxlngiy 
small. The low expense la only at¬ 
tributable to the extraordinary eco¬ 
nomical methods of the committee, 
wno abolished all wasteful competi¬ 
tion while maintaining adequate pas¬ 
senger service. 

The success of the committee on 
railroad management la bound to 
lead to a strong agitation to nation 
alias the railroads after tha war, and 
the proposal la likely now to meet 
with little opposition from the dlroc 
tori and shareholders. 

The satisfaction of government of¬ 
ficials and the railroad managers over 
the showing found a ready response 
with the public. The British point 
out that their railroad methods rival 
Germany’s vaunted system, and that 
the feat la all the mors remarkable 
because British lines were built with 
an eye to peace purposes, while the 
German network of lines always has 
bad military advantage In view.

To Prevent Young Men From Emigrat¬ 
ing to tho Colonies 

Andrew Honar Law, secretary for 
the colonies, speaking at tho London 
school of economics, discussed the 
problems that will arise after :he 
war, referring particularly to agricul¬ 
ture. Ho declared that It waa neces¬ 
sary for England to adopt a broad pro¬ 
gramme of agricultural development 
to prevent a too great number of men 
emigrating to tho colonies. 

"The government engaged In carry¬ 
ing on ths war," said the Unionist 
leader, "has no easy task, but the 
government which shoulders ths duly 
of reconstruction after ths war will 
have work no is*a difficult Ths war 
has shown us that agriculture is 
still ths most Important of all our 
industries and In the British Isles 
we must have healthy agriculture. 

"After the war large numbers of 
soldiers will not be willing to go 
back to Urns Industrial Ilfs. We 
know how Imoprtant is ths strength 
of the Imperial colonies, and we wish 
to see them grow in population with 
men of our own race and Ideals, but 
we don't want to see the beat and 
moat vigorous of our people leaving 
these shores even for ths colonies. 
For that reason It la essential to 
make real efforts to place agriculture 
here on an attractive and profitable 
basis."

Thls will Bring 400,000 Men Under 
Control of the War Office 
The British Government has de¬ 
cided to grant official recognition to 
all forces afltllatcd with lha Volun¬ 
teer Training Corps under the volun¬ 
teer set of 1863. 

This step will bring tbe Volunteer 
Training Corps, which contains be¬ 
tween 300.000 and 400 000 men. under 
the control of the War Offlca for 
home defence employment, thereby 
relieving regular troops for more ac¬ 
tive servlco. All the groups of 
married men who were attested for 
service In the army under the Lord 
Derby scheme will be culled for ser¬ 
vice In batches, according to reports. 

Beginning on April 13 with the 
younger groups the men of 24 to 36 
years of age will be galled out. 

The unexpected early call for mar¬ 
ried men has brought a great many 
complaints to the newspapers pro¬ 
testing that the wholesale exerap^ 
tions and postponements In the cases 
of attested single men are a virtual 
violation of the pledge given the mar¬ 
ried men that they would not be 
called until all tbe available single 
men had been recruited. 

The Hull Kecrultng Committee 
has passed a resolution to the effect 
that serious Injustice will be done mar¬ 
ried men who attested under the Der¬ 
by scheme unless the government en¬ 
forces compulsory military service for 
all uuattested married men * 
Beginning April 29 with the young¬ 
er groupe, the men of 24 to 33 years, 
will be called out, end subsequently 
(he men will be summoned as fol¬ 
lows: May 12. men of 34 to 36 years; 
May 27. men 37 to 39; June 10. men 
140 to 42; and June 24. men aged 43 
to 46. The oldest group men. 46 years 
of age. will be called on July 8. These 
arrangements are provisional.

There 
you will find the records of the star 
chamber and the old wards and liver- 
lea. State papers, domestic, colonial 
and forelgu. formerly preserved In the 
state paper office In Whitehall, are 
also to be seen there. Usually fifty or 
sixty students are seen working In the 
record office every day. and at any 
time there la the fascinating thought 
that ona of them may make some In¬ 
teresting historical discovery.—Lon¬

During the life of the war the 
world has been indebted to the I 
German chancellor for many 
contradictory statements, and 
not the least of these has been 
what he has said about the 
blockade by the British fleet. 
First of ail he boasted that the 
blockade was absolutely ineffec¬ 
tual as a means of depriving 
Germany of her foods, and theri 
he turned around and said that 
Germany must pursue her sub¬ 
marine policy against England's 
attempt to starve the women add 
children of Germany. The firbt 
of these speeches was meant for 
home consumption, and the 
second for the purpose of enlist¬ 
ing the sympathies of the neutral 
world, an impossibility, by the 
way. so long as the Teutons con¬ 
tinue to sink neutral ships. 

But as to how Germany is ac¬ 
tually faring in regard to food 
necessities is contained in a recent 
paragraph of "The Nation" 
where we read of the closing of 
spinning mills for lack of cotton; 
complainta of pastboard shoes 
put on the market because of the 
scarcity of leather; admissions of 
failure of the meat supply in 
Berlin; suggestions of an exten¬ 
sion of meatless days in Leipzig 

already three a week; confes¬ 
sions of 100 per cent to 200 per 
cent rise in food prices since 
February. Margarine is hard to 
get, the milk supply is giving 
out; lard is a costly rarity, and 
tea, coffee and cocoa dearer 
and worse; the closing of cake 
and biscuit factories; the setting 
up of an "Imperial Office” for 
supplying poor civilians with 
clothing: of German women pa¬ 
rading Berlin streets and shout¬ 
ing for 'Bread and Peace;’ off 
food adulteration, dearth of po-1 
tatoes, as the ultimate food of 
the population in the scarcity of 
bread and meal.” 

These facts, all quoted from I 
German papers, are an incontest- j 
able proof of the work the British j 
navy is performing in the block¬ 
ade. and this economic band, to- j 
gether with the band of steel 
which is gradually drawing tight¬ 
er and tighter round the Central | 
Powers, are surely reducing the 
Germans to the day when thej 
women who are parading the | 
streets of Berlin will get what 
they are asking for.

Vegetables lire gross feeders 
and require a larfce amount of 
plant food to give maximum re¬ 
sults. Well rotted manure is the 
ideal garden fertilizer. 

In small gardens, particularly 
where the soil is light, if manur¬ 
ed and dug over in the autumn, 
a second digging in the spring 
will be advisable only of such 
portions as are to be devoted to 
such crops as cabbage, tomatoes, 
egg-plant lettuce. A stirring of 
the surface will be sufficient 
where beets, carrots, etc., are to 
be grown, and this should not 
take place until the time for 
arrives.

planting and 
as freshly worked soil is best for 
both operations. It is important 
that soil should not be worked in 
too wet a condition otherwise it 
will dry in lumps, and much time 
and labor will be necessary to 
repair the damage. 

The secret of success with 
early planting of such crops as 
peas, beets, beans, is to sow the 
seeds at only half the depth of 
later sowings. Seeding on light 
soil should always be at a slightly 
greater depth than on heavy 
soil. 

Remember that in dry weather 
cultivation should be continuous. 
When watering is necessary, it 
should be applied to the roots 
and sprayed or sprinked over the 
surface. A trench may be opened 
up with a hand or wheel hoe 
along each row. water poured in 
from a pail, and the earth thrown 
back. In this way two hundred 
feet of row may be thoroughly | 
watered by two persons in half 
an hour, and cultivating and!

One Million Men

Young, head muster of the county 
achool el Harrow, baa turned hla 
v bole achooi, which contains some 
hundreds of boys. Into ono large troop 
oi scouts, ihe schema being »o arrang¬ 
ed luat the same organisation ol put 
rolLud patrol leaders ho.ds good both 
Ur sciiool work and lor acouung Dur¬ 
ing the summer tbs patrols take It in 
,Run» to camp on the achooi grounds, 
uuder the supervision of the Dead 
master Iroui fifteen to twenty-live boys 
being always -uder the canvas. When 
in camp the toys have to do their own 
cooklug nnd look after themselves, the 
only exception being that they have a 
substantial meal provided for them 
tin the middle of the day Manchester 
Grammar School la taking up scouting 
In a similar way. It has been decided 
•to start a troop consisting entirely of 
I boys lu the school, and It la expected 
I about 16v will be enrobed. 


Official Lists of Casualtlea Are Now 
Being Deliberately Falsified 

The German official casualty Us'a 
give a total of 861.788 dead to Jan¬ 
uary 31. me. The average delay oe- 
tween the death of a German eoldler 
and the appesrancs of his name on the 
official liats Is from four to six weeks. 
The above figures, therefore, caa 
hardly Include casualties later than 
December 31. 1915. 

To this figure must be added a cer¬ 
tain proportion of missing. The num¬ 
ber of prisoners la precisely known to 
the alllee. and after deducting a small 
percentage for desertion, the number 
of dead in the German lists of missing 
Is not leas than U0.000, making a to¬ 
tal, derived from the Germans* own 
admission, of 810.000. 

That Is not alt 'Apart from the 
lists published by the German govern 
tnent. the French authorities have 
amassed a large body of evidence 
baaed on the average deaths per 1000 
mobilised men at a given date. Theme 
prove conclusively that the Oerman 
official lists are deliberately falsified 
or Intentionally Inadequate. 

In the early months of the war thee# 
private and official lists very nearly 
tallied, but ever since January, *1915. 
there has been a marked discrep¬ 
ancy. The offlcla* lists give an aver 
age of 30 per cent less than private 
lists. This represents a difference of 
over 200.000 dead. 

It ts a matter of mathematical cer¬ 
tainty that the Oerman empire has 
lost over one million dead alone to 
tho end of last year.

Oaths of Neutrality Are Broken aa Free¬ 
ly aa Oaths of Naturaltxation 
Tbs revelations cabled from Sydney 
with regard to the German professors 
who acted as spies In Australia give a 
very good Indication of the thorough¬ 
ness of the German espionage system. 
When war broke out the congress of 
the British Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science was sluing 4 
Australia. Four German professors 
attended the congress Tuey were 
enemy subjects In Aua'.rtlia. but were 
treated with tbs customary British 
consideration and leniency. They pos¬ 
ed as "international scientists," and. 
to avoid internment, all took an oath 
of neutrality, two with apparent will¬ 
ingness and two after some hesitation 
It is now shown conclusively that by 
their clement/ the Australian govern¬ 
ment liberated a least three spies, who 
•pent their leisure in gathering mili¬ 
tary Information which they endeav¬ 
ored to forward or ca ry to Germany. 
One of them who was arrested in 
England has been Identified with othe* 
acts of espionage which entitle him to 
be described as a professional spy. 
Buck Inclden'a have ben multiplied 
In Britain and In France with graver 
consequences, for there U little doubt 
that, in spite of occasional captures, 
Germany has been getting good value 
during the war *or her expensive spy 
system. Oaths of neutrality are 
broken as freely by Germans as oaths 
of naturalisation, both being conven¬ 
iently recognized by the German gov¬ 
ernment as a means by which good 
Germans may silt nee suspicion while 
serving tlu«ir country abroad The 
Australian disclosures naturally raise 
the question of the future treatment 
t f Ormans who sr* In a position to 
gather and forwai- Information of 
value to the enemy If the oaths of 
German professors who were honored 
delegates among British scientists 
are of no value, t hat German can we 
be expected to trust upon s worthless 
parole?

The people at the farm are 
delightful, and I am most comfortablo 
there I have Just brought a pair of 
plowboy's boots and leggings, as I find 
I cannot keep my feet dry during thus# 
wet months.”

WILL EFFECT DESTINY OF THE WHOLE WORLD 


Premier Hughes of Australia says the Destiny of the Whole World 
is Trembling in the balance, and Every Nation and Every 
Man Must Take a Part in the Struggle. 


Addressing a fathering of tbs Can- 
Adlan Club at Ottawa recently. Prem¬ 
ier Hughes of Australia paid a very 
strong tribute to the work of tbs Bril* 
ish navy. “We would not be here, free 
men, today." be aald, “If It were not 
for the British navy." The navy had 
stopped the commerce of Germany, 
while from every part of the empire 
ships laden with provisions, muni¬ 
tions and war supplies of all kinds, 
made their way In safety to the 
mother land. 

"If Oreat Britain." be aald, "bad 
been as well prepared on land as oo 
sea, this war would not have been." 
Tbs Britsh navy had made of the 
great German navy a sort of glori¬ 
fied canal boat. 

The speaker declared emphatically 
that the British empire would never 
lay down its arms until Germany nad 
been beaten. The German army had 
already been ringed In with walls of 
steel. He spoke with deep feeling of 
the splendid heroism of the Austral¬ 
ian trobp* on the Peninsula of Galll- 
opll. instancing one charge In which 
an Australian battalion went forward 
knowingly to certain death after Us 
member* had left their last farewells 
with those who stayed behind. This 
splendid act, be said, far outshone the 
famous charge of the Light Brigade 
at Balaclava. 

Premier Hughes, referring to bis 
inclusion as a member of the Canad 
lan government, said: *1 bold this 
position in trust for the Australian 
people." The war, be went on to say, 
had found the empire a scattered 
family of nations. It would leave It 
a homogeneous whole. 

"We could have purchased an Ig¬ 
noble peace." Premier Rughes as¬ 
serted. "The Germans were prepared 
to treat Canadians as an independent 
nation and to confer a like favor on 
Australia. In this attitude they were 
like the man-eating tiger which deals 
with Its victims separately. Ger¬ 
many now knows that she is fighting 
not only England, but also the men 
of adventure and resolution In all the 
British Dominions, who will fight 
to the end alongside those who gave 
them their traditions. We shall not 
quit while life remains fh us." 

“The Issues at stase are vital." con¬ 
tinued Premier Hughes. "Although 
some may look on with an sir of 
indifference, and hold themselves 
aloof, they are being enveloped, 
against their will. In this great strug¬

The Man With High Itfssls and Who 
Lives Near to Nature 

The plants which grow in our 
fields may be classified as flowers, 
crops and weeds. A similar olasslfi 
cation may be made of the farmers 
who till tbe soil. The farmsr who Is 
not noted especially for the remark¬ 
able results of his large farm and 
large herds, hot with whom making 
money, while carried on effectively, 
is secondary to living a Ufa full of 
helpful deeds to hla fellow man. may 
be classed as a flower in the rural 
community. 

Rural life may be lacking In many 
things, but of all the things lacking 
the greatest lack la in lire Ideals. The 
rush for dollars from early morning 
until late at night with a view only 
of expanding the farm and possess¬ 
ing more wealth than the neighbor 
Is one of the evils which has come 
with modem commercial agriculture 
The farmer with higher ideals should 
be more appreciated, for "in propor¬ 
tion as riches and the rich men are 
honored In the state, so are virtue 
and vtrtuoua fttsnonored, and what 
Is honored is cultivated, and what la 
dishonored la neglected." according 
to Plato. The following la the defini¬ 
tion of a “real fanner," written by 
one of the flowers of southern Wis¬ 
consin's rural life, a man of whom 
every cilixea of Wisconsin should be 
proud: 

"And who !■ this resl farmer? The 
man who farms, simply to gee how 
many dollars be can get out of hla 
year's labors? Not for a moment. 
That is all too narrow a conception 
of the real farmer. Rather, It is the 
fanner to whom farm life and farm 
surroundings constitute the Ideal of 
human happiness: the farmer who 
knows ss well how many children he 
has as how many cattle and hogs; 
the fanner to whom It la a« great s 
pleasure to find In his rambles afield 
a baby ea!f, colt, lamb or litter of 
pigs, with attendant manifest mater¬ 
nal affection, aa It la to graap the 
price of a fatted steer; the farmer 
who finds satisfaction in binding up 
a broken fog and oftimea succeeds 
when the veterinarian said, 'Oh, 
shoot It; setting will never succeed;', 
the farmer to whom every horse, 
dog. cat and even the diminutive ban¬ 
tams look to, and justly so. as s 
friend; the farmer who finds pleas¬ 
ure In the realization that a great 
part of hla mission is to feed the 
world—this type alone constitutes 
the resl former H. C. Taylor.

Gigantic Aeroplanes 

Weight of Each Fully Equipped Will 
be 21,000 Pounds 
Ten triplanes that will be super 
dreadnoughts of tbe air have beeu or¬ 
dered by the British government from 
the Cnrtlss Company for fighting Zep¬ 
pelins, according to a "flying" publica¬ 
tion devoted to aviation 
The machines will be larger than 
anf now Id nse, and their planes will 
tower high, with a spread of 133 to the 
wings and a body, altxy^ight feet long. 
Each machine will have little difficulty 
In supporting Ua full weight, fully 
equipped, of tl.OOO pounds. With this 
weight Its speed will be. 76 miles an 
hour. 

The machine hull and motor will 
weigh 12.000 pounds, it will carry 
eight men, 2 % tons of gasoline. '11 
and a dead weight of 8.000 pounds or 
bombs. With a lighter load the Lri 
plane can make 100 miles an hour and 
have a radius of 760 miles Four 250 
horsepower motors will furnish power 
for two tractor propellers and one 
pusher The climbing tower will be 
unusual, enabling It soon to reach 
10.0(>0 feet, the height of the (light 
raiding Zeppelins. 

There will be 6 sixty horsepower 
screw, for use when the machine Is 
on the water. The engines will be 
self-starting, and the machine will be 
heavily armored. Each machine will 
carry a 3inch rapid fire gun and 
I torpedoes of a new kind. The trtplancs 
w ill coat 860,000 each.

Money in Poultry 

Eggs Marketed During tbe Winter and 
Early fiprlng Bring Big Profits 

Whether hatched In an ‘‘apparatus'' 
or under a hen. a winter laying fowl 
la a paying proposition In our coun¬ 
try, at least. To support my state¬ 
ment, 1 with to mention a few of the 
many cases In the county where the 
humble hen la doing her part In keep¬ 
ing the profit and loss balance on the 
right tide of the account, says a writ¬ 
er in an American farm journal. 

One farmer, who could not possibly 
be called a professional poultry man. 
aa he owns, operates and Uvea upon a 
1,600-acre farm and markets potatoes 
and grain by the carload, la very en¬ 
thusiastic over the profits realised 
from tbe flock of 100 Barred Rocks 
which he keeps through the winter. 
The strain la not "fancy" nor la their 
housing or feeding carried on accord¬ 
ing to book. They are juat plain bans, 
cared for aa many farmers' hens 
should be. hatched early, fed and wa¬ 
tered regularly, with fro# ranee In 
summer and a warm house In winter. 
Tbla man assures us that chickens 
pay well on the farm. 

Another very aggressive farmer re¬ 
ports that the eggs marketed through 
the winter and early spring cnsbled 
him to keep a bit ahead of hla grocery 
bill all the time, and the family at his 
table numbered sixteen. On this farm, 
like the other, the poultry Industry Is 
not emphasized; tbe fowls are given 
comfortable quarters and ordinary 
care, but the owner knows that they 
are giving good returns for the cap¬ 
ital and labor Invested. 

There are other Instances which I 
might mention, where the egg 
money from a small flock was prac 
tlrally all the cash new settlers saw 
during their first season In the coun¬ 
try; and still others where the actual 
profits from an entire farm con¬ 
sisted of the good wife's egg money. 

I do not love chickens except in 
pot pie or roasted; 1 know of no 
other living creature which has to 
many different way* of being Irritat¬ 
ing as the hen allowed unlimited 
Indulgence In her natural proclivi¬ 
ties. But when restricted in her 
range, and given half a chance, she 
will make It all up In the number of 
“strictly fresh" sbo will keep in the 
egg basket. 


Butter Fat in Milk 


Milk Testing the Only Wsy to Deter¬ 
mine Value of Product From 
Each Cow 

Moat of our dairy farmers are well 
accustomed to hear of milk 'Testing" 
so much, either high or low, under¬ 
standing thereby that It contains a 
certain percentage of fat What is 
not quite so clear to the majority, Is 
the fact that milk varies considerably 
In tta test, or content of fat, fron? 
day to day, even from one milking to 
another on the same day, and from 
month to month. This applies to 
mixed herd milk and more particular¬ 
ly to milk from single cows. 

Thus, If milk Is valued according to 
its fat content, It la evidently of ex¬ 
treme Importance to every dairy 
farmer to know what the milk does 
test; further, he needs to know, 
whether selling cream or pooling milk 
If Spot's milk tests 2 6 or 4.8. If Blos¬ 
som's milk tests 3 1 or 5 2 pei 04 
fat. In one herd where six samples 
of milk from each cow were tested 
each month. It was found that three 
cows averaged only 1.8. 28 and 2.7 
per cent, of fat for the whole year.

Egg Marketing Association 

Farmers Desiring to Form Associations Can Obtain 
The Assistance at Expert Government Officials. 


The Introduction of co-operative 
methods In marketing eggs has proved 
one of the greatest stepping stones to 
greater profits from farm poultry. Dur¬ 
ing the past three years the live 
slock branch of tbe Dominion depart¬ 
ment of agriculture haa.been organ¬ 
izing throughout Eastern Canada, a 
number of co-operative egg and poul¬ 
try associations which carry on ibis 
work. The need and opportunity for 
similar work in the western provinces 
baa. for some time past, beeu recog¬ 
nised. and in the fall of last year *»lr. 
T. A. Henson waa detailed to tins 
work In Alberta with headquarters at 
Edmonton. 

Mr. Hcnaoa has been associated 
with tbe co-operntlv# work of the live 
stock branch ainre its inception, and 
to his acqvlties Is largely due the suc¬ 
cessful organization, on a cooperative 
basis, of Lie egg and poultry Industry 
in Prince Edward laland. In all there 
are between fifty and sixty associa¬ 
tions in that province, which last year 
marketed eggs to the value of over 
$176;000. In addition to his experi¬ 
ence in co-operative work, Mr. B.enson 
Is a practical poultry man. 

Already considerable progress has 
been made in Alberta and a number 
of marketing associations formed. Ho 
far aa possible, the organization of 
these Is arranged at open meetings 
held under the auspices of ouch bodies 
as the Women's Institutes, Creamery 
Associations. Farmers’ Associations 
\nd Poultry Associations. Jhe under¬ 
standing being that any poultry as 
aoclatlon organized for thla work will 
have a distinctly separate Identity 


Further, the associations are govern¬ 
ed by directors elected from the farm¬ 
ers or bona fide poultry producers 
who may become members of the as 
social ion. 

Each and all organizations are gov¬ 
erned by a constitution, bylaws, rules 
and regulations similar to those in 
force in the co-operative associations 
already organized in the eastern pro¬ 
vinces. 

When the work of organization haa 
proceeded far enough It la probable 
that the tame system of centralisation 
Bill be followed as wsa the case In 
Prince Edward island, where the lo¬ 
cal assocIgtions were federated by the 
organization of a central association 
incorporated under the laws of the 
provincial government. 

Home plan of financing the associa¬ 
tions has been found from past ex¬ 
perience to be desirable and a col¬ 
lateral method which obliges tnein- 
dividual to recognize his or her direct 
interest, pair ownership, and responsl 
billty In the workings of the associa¬ 
tion, has been found to leud great 
stability to the movement 

To such districts In Alberta where 
a number of farmers find that they 
require (he assistance such co-opera- 
the movements provide, special con¬ 
sideration will be given. Any who 
desire to form an assocaltlon for this 
purpose should write to Mr Benson, 
Alberta representative, poultry divi¬ 
sion. Dominion live stock branch. Ed¬ 
monton. or direct to the assistant live 
stock commissioner, department of 
agriculture. Ottawa, when aU possible 
Information will be given their re¬ 
quests. \ 


Typographical Errors 

How It Is Found Possible for Mistakes 
to Occur in Newspapers 

Newspaper readers frequently call 
attention to typographical errors, and 
are somewhat given to laying that 
they ‘don’t see how aucb a mistake 
occurred." The wonder la that so few 
mistakes occur. The Philadelphia 
Public ledger recently reviewed tbe 
story that ihe Oxford edition of the 
Bible was read and re-read ten times, 
and that immediately after Its publica¬ 
tion a reward of 6o pound* waa offered 
to any one who should discover a typo¬ 
graphical blunder. *Ono was found in 
the first chapter of Genesis. There 
is another tradition that the man who 
read proofs on the Lords Fra\or fur 
that edition went Insane for fear he 
would make a mistake. 

One of the great dictionaries pub¬ 
lished in this country, a standard auth¬ 
ority. waa read in proof eleven times, 
and some of the most learned men 
In the United Statej were constantly 
engaged In revising It. yet typographi¬ 
cal errors may still be found in tbe 
completed work. Blunders In publica¬ 
tions of ordinary books, no matter 
from what publishing house, are com¬ 
mon, though they are carefully read 
and re-read. 

In a newspaper plant, operators of 
typMettlng machines set from the or¬ 
iginal "copy," considerable speed must 
be maintained; proof is taken uf the 
matter thus set and la read—never 
more than twice—by a proof reader, 
who marks oo the margin aucb cor¬ 
rections as may be necessary. The 
line* marked are reset and the new 
lines of type substituted for those 
in which error* were found. Then tbe 
type goes into the forms and Impros 
tlon Is made. 

Therefore newspaper men amlle 
when (hey hear, "I don't see how such 
a mistake oerurrpd."—Richmond (Va.) 
Times-Despatch. 

Machlre Invented for War Purpose* 

Hergt. I^nwrence, of Truro, N.S. Is 
the Inventor of a machine calculated 
to bring an unpleasant surprise to (he 
Huns. P. F. I,awson of Berwick. NS 
who has just returned from England, 
met Hergt. Lawrence In London, and 
was shown the plans of the new 
machine, which has. it Is understood, 
been accepted by the war office. On 
a trial of the machine. It was found 
that a shaft of flames could be pro¬ 
jected for seventy feet The heat of 
this flame Is so Intense that It literal¬ 
ly hums up barbed wire entangle¬ 
ments. At Ihe same time a dense dead¬ 
ly gas Is emitted The msrhlne can 
| be kept In operation for half an hour 
if necessary. The apparatus can be 
carried on a man's back. Under Hergt. 
Lawrence's supervision, a large num¬ 
ber of these machines are being made 
for early use. 


Filing It 

A telegraph rlerk In an outlying 
district cf the Budan found the deso 
1st ion getting the better of his 
nerves and telegraphed to headquar¬ 
ters: "Can't atny here, am In danger 
of life: surrounded by Hons, ele¬ 
phants and wolves." 

The hard hearted clerk at head¬ 
quarters wired back: "There are no 
wolves In the Sudan " 

The next day \ the desolate one re¬ 
plied "Referring to my wire of the 
lBBtx. cancel wolves." 


It waa In 1885 that tbe prairie pro 
vlncea were first linked up with each 
other and with the outside world by 
the completion of the line of railway. 
Their agricultural history may there¬ 
fore be said to date from that time 
and the thirty year period of growth 
la often pointed to with pride aa a 
wonderful record of development To 
bring under cultivation an acreage 
capalHc of producing a crop of nearly 
a thmisand million bushels of grain 
la no small accomplishment. Yet It 
tbe athole history of the thirty year* 
were written It would conialu many 
records of failures and setbacks that 
would be discouraging if considered 
In full detnll. The statement baa 
been made that the present areas un¬ 
der cultivation have to a large extent 
been settled upon twice, the first ar> 
rivals having given up the strugg.e 
when faced by a short crop. This 
can be true only in a general way. 
It would probably be more correct 
to say that over the dry belt a large 
percentage or settlers failed, to make 
a permanent home. 

The same sort of experiences have 
been recorded In all of the western 
slates. Kansas, which Is now the 
foremost wheat producing state of 
the Union bU ¥ J ffttftjrjr almost tra¬ 
gic. Droughts, cyclones and Inset 
plagues followed one after the other 
and the farm population was several 
times reduced to a fraction of what 
It ha<1 been In prosperous years. The 
valiant few who held on through all 
the dark years had the satisfaction 
of winning out In the end It was a 
natural selection of those who were 
able to adapt their methods to the 
new conditions which confronted 
them not unlike the teats that were 
applied to the men of Gideon in the 
olden time. 

or the difficulties that face the 
prairie farmers the most formidable 
la the lark of moisture In certaiu sea¬ 
sons Frosts and rust are to be rec¬ 
koned with but In the majority «»f 
years the supply of moisture Is the 
deciding factor. The past year was 
au except Ion In thia regard and the 
fact that heivjr yields were obtained 
on lanJs that had very indifferent 
preparations may lead to wrong con¬ 
clusions as to the best methods. It 
*ps a seaso.i when the usual sign 
failed and the miraculous happened. 
With the abundance of rain during 
the growing season there was mol 
weather which retarded the ripening 
or the grain Had the early fall 
fro*t romc st the usual time It would 
have reduced the quantity and quality 
of the crop to a considerable extent. 
As it was harvesting and threshing 
were ocmpL'ted with very little dam¬ 
age 

Go d authorities have been agreed 
that for the best result* in dry dis¬ 
tricts s succe ssio n of wheat crops are 
, not desirable and that summer fa I- 
(lowing every few years or the Judld- 
.ous rotation with other crops la the 
safest plsn. Even in 1916 the force 
jof many of these teachings was ex¬ 
emplified At the University Far.n 
at Saskatoon Prof Bracken haa been 
conducting a large number of experi¬ 
ments on the yields as affected by 
the previous crops, showing that the 
lowest yield was following a wheel 
crop and the highest after summer 
fallowing Next to summer fallowing 
as a preparation for wheat Is corn or 
roots* this being In accordance with 
icsulta obtained at other experimen¬ 
tal farms. 

With oats the same general rcriHt 
w-ern obtained, those on stubble giv¬ 
ing 81 bushels aa compared with 68 
bushels on wheat ground. Ol tier 
crops showed a corresponding in¬ 
crease on fallow as compared with 
wheat ground, the preccntnge gains 
being 24 for barley, in for flax. 49 for 
rye and 60 for potatoes 

Among eleven differently cultivat¬ 
ed plots of wheat atuhlde '.he one 
that was burned in the spring and 
double disced, packed and harrowed, 
returned more not profit than any 
other, and yielded more bushels per 
acre than any other treatment except 
early shallow full plowing that «»• 
well worked down. This statement 
applies (o the effect of this tillage on 
,tiic yield of not one crop only, but on 
the yield of each of six different 
crops—wheat, oats, barley, rape, 
potatoes and corn. 

Fall plowing, due probably to the 
| unusual !nte fall rains of 1914, pro¬ 
duced slightly more than spring 
plowing In 1915. For tbe year 1914 the 
opposite was true. 

Next to the favorable effect of In¬ 
tertilled crops on the yield of succeed¬ 
ing ones, the influence of the time of 
break lug on the yield of cereals is 
perhaps the most Interesting of the 
results this year at Saskatoon.

Ordinarily fall breaking and spring 
breaking result s In partial failure, 
even when well done These yield* 
represent the relative value of break¬ 
ing done at different times, but gy* 
more favorable to late work than 
they would be In normal years —Mont¬ 
real Family Herald and Weekly Star.
